TH E Account the Society had from Dr. Pfal/h 
about a Year fioce of a Greyhound Dog, that 
voided an Animal, refemhling a Whelp per anum^ as 
ftraoge and incredible as it may feem, is yet here fted- 
faftly believed ; and the Creature was kept for fome 
time in Spirit of Wine, having lived for fome ftiort time 
after it came into the World : and it was feen alive by 
Mr. Roberts of the Society, then in Chefter. They 
fay it exactly refembled a Greyhound-Whelp, and had 
on its Mt a large fpot, in the fame place as the Dog it 
proceeded from, bad fuch another ,• and that with it 
was voided a whitifh mucous Matter, fo that the Peo- 
p!e here will not permit me to queftion the truth there- 
of Mr. Rolerts who faw it atfirft, can befl judge 
what Credit this uncouth Story Merits. But this is 
certain, That it coft the Dog his Life, to gratifie the 
Curiofity of feme Gentlemen here, who Dified-ed him, 
but were difappointed of their Expe£l:ations. For mj 
own partjas I am determined nihil temere credere i (b on 
theothcr hand , as I dare not pretend to limit the Pow- 
ers of Nature, I fufpend my Opinion, laying on- 
ly before you what credible Witnefles do afTert. 

I this Morning got a fight of an Altar-piece, dog up 
here about three Years fince , and took the Infcrip. 
tion thereof which is pretty entire, but roughly 
cut m the Stone of the place, which is foft and 
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inoldriag, nor capable of lon^contiauance when it is 
expc^ to ths Air: It has the fbllowiog lafai^tion,

By the Title or Domini «<»/?« given to the Empe- 
rors, it appears, that this Infcription was of the Bas 
Empire^ not before Dioclejian, not yet fo late as Theod<h 
fiusy it being Pagan. The Stone it felf is about- Thir- 
ty two Inches high, Sixteen in breadth, and Nine thick j 
On the one end is Engraven, not very curioufly, the 
Refemblance of a Genius, holding a Cornu Copia; on 
the other is a Flower-pot fbmewhat better performed, 
but a little endamaged by the {oftnefs of the Stone. 
Thebackfide oppofite to the Infcription, is adorned with 
s pretty fort of Feui/lage, defignedtofiU up the vacant 
fpace. On the top in a pretty deep Cavity, is a full 
Face of a Man, almoft fiich as they Paint the Sun or 
Full Moon withal, with a Cap upon his Hesd, of which 
as yet I cannot comprehend the Defigo ; I fubmit it to 
the Difquifition of the Society j and if it be thought 
requifite, I will more particularly infpedJ; and defcribe 
this Stone , which is in the Cuftody of one Mr. 
Pre/cot here , a great lover of Antiquity , and who 
has feveral Curiofities by him, which I am promifed 
to perufe. 
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TheSttffle of this placpjj which is (oftj reddiib, grit, 
and very; friable,^ wi^ iluinuig Partides^ ioceriniisa; is^ 
very apt to decay with the Weather, fo that all Old 
Buildingsare very iiHi£&<fcfaced thereby, and the Walls 
which are Built therec^,;^e fp frequently out of Repair, 
that they have GiEcers on ipwpole, whom they call 
Murengers^ who do gradiwjy .j^eftf thf nj, where they 
aee njoft Wflro oox t in fome gliwss the Stone is in a 
maniKF moulded away iiloB Sanmiel Brinks in a Wail, 
leaving the Mortar ftaading, In thefe Stones, and the 
Quarries from whence they CiMtie. I have diligently 
fought for Shells, or other Apinat Sebftances, fuchas 
are often found in other places, but hitherto have found 
no fuch things : But the Stone is generally interfperft 
witfePebUesandfinall Flints,, wW^, ss ie Sjoiie de» 
cays, do difcpver theRileJv^ within it, as if they tad 
heeo Ipdged in theSsili^ wb^ir^^ tbp%)a@ CQufiCb \»^ 
fore its laduratiQn. 
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
